Cincinnati Man Loses His Life In Ef­ 
fort to Save Companion. 
Cohoes, N. Y., Oct. 28.— Hugo Mur­ 
phy, thirty years old, of this'city, and 
F. S. Miller, forty-three years, of Cin­ 
cinnati were killed in a large gas tank 
here.

There May Be Enough Opposition to 
Restrictive Laws to Prevent Action 
In the Short Session— General Belief

That 
Roosevelt

Coming Back Some Day.

There will be renewed efforts to pass 
the immigration hill now pending in 
the house when congress assembles 
and it will be Insisted that our lax im 
migration laws make it easy for the 
admission to this country of the Czoi 
goszes and Schranks urn! others who 
use assassination as a means of trying 
to correct what they conceive to be 
governmental evils. And yet it is very 
difficult to pass a hill which has been 
hung up as long as that immigration 
measure. 
In the short session It will be very 
easy to prevent consideration of any 
bill by a determined minority. 
Restriction Unavailable. 
The opponents of the bill can make 
a plain case that restriction such as 
proposed in the bill would not ki*ep 
out those anarchists and others who 
believe in assassination. 
The pending 
hill contains an educational test. hut it 
Is not the uneducated foreigner who 
proves so undesirable. 
What ought to 
be done. If possible, is to require a test 
which will show the character of in­ 
tending immigrants, what they have 
been at home, their records as citizens, 
and then admit only those who have a 
clean hill of orderly conduct.

I can find you a lot of men who do 
not want Roosevelt for president again 
and who will be glad when certain 
Roosevelt policies are abandoned.

In my letter to the governors the first 
recommendation which I made is for 
the adoption of some such form of co­ 
operative credit.

will be of great advantage to the small 
farmer. 
It was In the interest of the 
peasant farmer of Europe that this 
plan was established. 
Massachusetts 
already has a law permitting the es­ 
tablishment of oo-operatlva societies 
of this type. 
Under this law the My- 
rlck Credit union of Springfield, Mass., 
was organised, I think is 1909, and la 
twelve months It had 105 members, a 
capital of $3,000 and $10,000 of out­ 
standing loans, 
"The results obtained by th# adop­ 
tion of this form of co-operative credit 
In Germany apeak plainly enough of 
its usefulness. 
There is one hank for 
every 1,600 of population in Germany. 


Rates of Interest Lower. 


"The rates of interest charged is 
frequently a point or two lower than 
in commercial circles, yet the banks 
make a 'air profit, which in the case 
of the Raiffeisen hanks is all carried 
over as a reserve fund, so that each 
year these banks are strengthening 
their position and becoming a more 
Important factor in the empire. 
The 
total of business done annually is as­ 
tonishing. 
It is in the neighborhood 
of $5,000,000,000. 
"The principle upon which these 
banks are conducted is not unknown 
in the United States. Our mutual life 
Insurance societies, fraternal aid so­ 
cieties and building and loan associa­ 
tions 
have met with good success. 
Four-fifths cf the savings of the peo­ 
ple 
today are deposited 
in mutual 
savings hanks which are organized for 
much the same purpose as the small 
co-operative societies of Europe. 
"Only in the Uuited States the op­ 
erations of those institutions are con­ 
fined largely to the cities. 
The co­ 
operative society which I recommend

"O f course, mere legislation cannot 
bring these societies into being.

very much whether the Idea will ever 
be successfully established in such a 
country as tho United States."

Tax Commission Claims That Rail 
roads Are Not Taxed as High 
as Other Property 
GRAND 


QUESTION BEFORE VOTERS NOV 5 
THE HOUSE OF FEATURES 


Amendment For Increase in Tax 
From 4 to 5 Per Cent to be 
Voted on at Election 


In each of the two biennial re­ 
ports which have been issued by the 
state tax commission attention 
Is 
called to the fact that railroad prop­ 
erty in this state is not taxed as high 
as other property, 
j 
The railroads at the present time, 
in lieu of all other taxes, pay into 
the state treasury annually 4 
per 
cent of their gross earnings in this 
state. 
Under a wise provision of 
our constitution this tax cannot be 
diminished or increased without the 
approval of the voters of the state. 


Having become 
convinced 
that 
the tax was too low the legislature 
at its last session passed an act sub­ 
mitting the question of increasing 
the tax from 4 per cent to 5 per 
cent to the voters of the state to he 
voted upon at the election next Tues­ 
day. 


The tax commission believes th a t 
the railroads, like all other ta xpay­ 
ers, are entitled to fair trea tm ent— 
no more and no less, and that these 
taxes should not be increased unless 
the facts fully w a rra n t It. 
In or­ 
der therefore tp m a k e ^assurance 
doubly sure the commission, 
with 
the able assistance of Prof. E. V. 
Robinson of the department of econ­ 
omics of the State University, has 
;just completed another investiga­ 
tion of the whole matter and find as 
a result th a t the proposed increase 
is more th an justified by the facts. 


Four per cent of the gross ea rn ­ 
ings of railroads in Minnesota in 
1911 (the last year for which com­ 
plete reports are a t hand) amounted 
to 
$3,670,760.25. 
The 
lnvestiga-} 
lion by the tax commission shows j 
th at if all roads were assessed and , 
taxed the same 
as other 
property j 
they would be required to pay $5,- I 
011,267.12; 
or $ 1,340,506.87 
more, 
th an 4 per cent of their gross e a r n ­ 
ings. 
In order to otain this a m ­ 
ount on the gross earnings it would 1 
be necessary to raise the rate from 
4 to 5.46 per cent. 
Tile foregoing figures are based up­ 
on the state’s valuation of the rail­ 
road property with additions to date. | 
If the valuation allowed by the 
court in the rate cases, which was 
considerably higher than the sta le ’s 
appraisal, should be accepted as cor­ 
rect, the tax assessed against the 
roads, on the same basis 
as 
other 
property would 
be 
$5,430,964.18; 
and the rate of gross earnings tax 
necessary to bring tha t am ount in­ 
to the state treasury would be 5.92 
per cent. 
If the valuation which the com­ 
panies have themselves placed upon 
their property, which is still higher, I 
should be taken as the basis of taxa­
